1 . The reply/election filed on October 14, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior 
Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

The species election does not provide a complete listing of all claims readable on 
the elected species. In particular, the election indicates that claims 61-64 and 90-93 
read on the elected species with claims 59, 75, 88 and 104 being identified as generic. 
However, the status of claims 60, 65-74, 89 and 94-103 was not mentioned and is not 
entirely clear. While the omission of these claims from the listing of claims readable on 
the elected species would normally be read as an indication that these claims do not 
read on the elected species, a cursory examination of these claims indicates that it 
would seem that at least some of these claims do in fact read on the elected species 
(although perhaps in some cases they are generic). In order that there is no ambiguity 
in what claims are to be examined, applicant is requested to provide a complete listing 
of all claims (including generic claims) that are readable on the elected species, i.e. to 
clarify the status of claims 60, 65-74, 89 and 94-1 03 that were not specifically 
referenced in the species election.
